•Washington, Feb. 13.— Immedi- 


ately after the approval of the jour- 
nal in the house today Mr. Dalzell 
(Pennsylvania), from the committee 
on rules, presented a special order 
for. the consideration of the Elkins 
rabl ^ bill. 


The rule provided for an hour's de- 


bate sind a vote on the bill and com- 
mittee amendments at the end of 
that time without intervening mo- 
tion.

began his speech as soon as the ses- 
sion was opened. He first discussed 
the cause of the strike. The respon- 
sibility for the coal famine, he said, 
rested with those who were respon- 
sible for the strike. 
If the men 


struck.without just reason then they 
were responsible, 
but if the men 


were right and the operators 
not 


broad-minded enough to we the just- 


peopie do not believe in such an ab- 
solute ownership of the riches of the 
earth as that which the anthracite 
coal combination possesses. 
The 


time will come when the operators' 
combination will be destroyed, not 
by the miners' union, but by the 
people, who will take possession of 
the riches under the ground and re- 
lieve themselves of the tyranny of 
these men." So long as the laws of 
the country do not prevent indus- 
trial wars, he said, and so long as 
the masters of capital want to fight, 
so long will the workingmen of the 
country fight.

Tribe Meets President 


and Army 
Men. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The l«vee 


to the army and navy last night 
was made memorable by the presence 
in the blue room of the famous Chief 
Joseph and a deputation of his trib«. 
He was accompanied by his nephew, 
Chief Ahlokat; his cousin, Chief Pey- 
opoyotalikt, who is familarly known 
as King George, and a full-blooded 
Nez Perce Indian interpreter by the 
name of Andrew Whitman. 


Chief Joseph and his party paid 


their respects to the president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt among the first call- 
ers and 
were very 
punctilious to 


shake hands with every person in the 
line. The president directed that the 
aged warrior and his party should 
remain iu the blue room, where they 
held a personal levee with many of 
their old opponents in arms. 
Chief 


Joseph 
several 
times 
inquired, 


through his interpreter, for General 
Miles, his old-time conqueror in the 
famous bad lands campaign, 
when 


Miles and his commander, 
General 


Howard, 
chased the wily Indian 


through a retreat equal in military 
strategy to the classic flight of the 
ten thousand Greeks from Persia. 


Chief Joseph seemed disappointed 


to learn that General Miles was not 
in the country, but among the vet- 
eran soldiers 
who' crowded around 


him he met many old friends and 
several of the officers who had op- 
posed 
him In his great campaign, 


when the famous 
Nez Perce tribe 


was forced 
to a final and complete 


surrender. He is at present in Wash- 
ington seeking the permission of the 
president and'the war department to 
return to Ms old home and birth- 
place in Oregon and incidentally for 
permission to reside off the present 
Nez Perce reservation. 


RECALLS NAMES AND FACES. 
The great 
old warrior 
does not 


show his age. He is erect and sup- 
ple. 
Of a well set, medium height, 


he still seems capable of the vast 
durance of the Indian. He had never 


the chiefs of tne great father in 
dress before, but frequently re- 


called a well known name and face 
when his interpreter made the in- 
troduction. 
Chief Joseph and hi» 


party excited much curiosity on the 
part of foreign military and naval 
attaches. 
All sought personal in- 


troductions, and when some of their 
American brothers in arms explained 
his wonderful military strategy .som< 
returned 
for a few moments' chat 


with the warrior. All the ladies in 
the blue room were personally in- 
troduced to the Indians and th« kind- 
ly old chief seemed much struck with 
the beauty and splendor of the Amer- 
ican squaws in full dress. It is prob 
able that last night revealed to him 
more of the beauties 
of American 


womanhood than he had ever seen 
before.

'or Argentina and Chile in England 
and Italy, has decided not to do so 
for two reasons: first, because the 
government is not willing, in view 
of the present state of the imperial 
inauces, to ask the reichstag for the 
817,500,000 required; 
second, be- 


cause the general staff of the navy 
does not wish to incorporate into the 
German navy guns of different cali- 
bres and turret machinery and other 
essential features of warships which 
are not similar to those in use on 
board German-built vessels. It is 
pointed out that the present homo- 
geneity of the navy would be im- 
paired were the four warships to be 
acquired by Germany, as the gunners 
can now be changed from ship to 
ship without los« of their efficiency. 
But if the four foreign-built vessels 
were taken over, with their arma- 
ments and separate stocks of am- 
munition, differently 
drilled crews 


would be necessary. 
It is also as- 


serted that the construction of all 
four of the ships is so far advanced 
that the German constructors would 
be unable to change the plans. The
